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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-3 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The claims require refining motion vector estimates for target DCT blocks by 
determining if a first reference block pointed to by a motion vector estimate has 
boundaries aligned with other block boundaries in the reference frame. If a boundary is 
not aligned then a search window is defined by adjoining DCT coefficients along the 
boundaries. If a boundary is aligned then a motion vector search window is defined by 
repeating the DCT coefficients of the first reference block along the boundaries. The 
motion vector estimate is then refined by searching over the search window. 

The nearest art is Lempel in view of Hu which discloses motion vector estimation 
and refinement on DCT blocks and further discloses determining aligned borders (See 
Lempel Figs. 6 and 17-18), and adjoining DCT coefficients along unaligned bounders 
(Lempel Fig. 6 306 note candidate, or reference block in the spatial domain that adjoins 
boundaries is transformed). However Lempel in view of Hu does not disclose defining a 
search window by repeating DCT coefficients of a reference block when a border is 
aligned.
